Severally, ſpecially Conſtitutes Greeting 3- Foraſmuch, as the 
imgorting and bringing trom forreign Countries,any Wheat,Bear, Barley, Oats, 
Meal, Malt, Peaſe, Beans, or Rye, into this Kingdom 3 is highly prejudicial 
ro the native Produd thereof, and to the Trade upon the growth of the ſame, 
and gives occalion tothe unwarrantbale Exporting of much Money forth of this 
Realm : for preventing whereof, and Obviating the inconventencies that follow 
thereupon, We, with A8viceof the Lords of Our Privy Council, Do hereby 
ſtritly Prohibite, and Diſcharge all perſons whatſomever, to Import, or bring 
by Sea or Land, into this Kingdom, or any of the Ports Harbours, Towns, 
ar- Places thereof, any ſort or Quantity of the Vidtaal above-mentioned, cxcept- 
ing White Peaſe allenarly, without Licence had trom Our faids Lords for that 
effet, under the Pain of Confiſcation of the ſaid Vittua)l, the one halt thereof 
to the perſon or perſons, who ſhall make Diſcovery of, and feize upon the 
ſame, and the other halt thereof, with the Ships, Barques, or Boats wher:in 
the ſame ſhall be Imported, to Our Theſaurie on Our uſe 3 and other puniſh» 
ments to be inflifted upon them, conform to the As of Parliament made there- 
2nent*- And Ordains all Our Colleftors, Surveyors. and Wanters, within this 
Kingdom, at the reſp:&ive Ports Harbours and places where they ſerve, to 
ſee this Aft punctually obſerved, asthey will be anſwerable at their higheſt per 
il ; with Certification to ſuch as (hall be found Negligent thereinthey ſha)l 1acur 
the lofs of their reſpeQive Offices, Our Will is Herefore, and: we Charge you 
ſtritly, and Command, that Incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to 
the Mercat-Croſs of Edinbur 2b, and whole other Mercat-Crofſes of the Royal- 
Burghs and Sea-Ports within this Kingdom, and thercat, make publick Inti- 
mation of Our Pleaſure ia the Prewilles, to the Effet, none may pretend Ignoe 
rance- And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed.
